Enroll 16 New Children 
at Health Centre in April 

Five conferences for pre-school chil- 
dren were held at the Narberth Child 
Health Centre during April with an at- 
tendance of 61. Sixteen of the chil- 
dren were newly enrolled during the 
month. Five of these were under one 
year of age, two under two years, and 
nine under six years. A physician and 
nurse were in attendance at each con- 
ference assisted by four local volun- 
teers.

May, the fifth month since the open- 
ing of the Narberth Centre, finds the 
total enrollment 63. The local volun- 
teers were Mrs. C. A. Farmer, Mrs.

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Child Health 

As this week marks the sixth anniversary of the American Child 
Health Association some statistics in regard to "our most precious na- 
tional asset," as President Hoover terms our children, furnished through 
the courtesy of the Narberth Child Health Centre, may not be amiss. 

It has been well said that "the health of the child is the strength of 
the community." According to figures submitted by a joint committee 
of the National Educational Association and the American Medical Asso- 
ciation there are 24,000,000 children of school age in America. Of these 
7-10th to 1 per cent, (nearly 200,000) suffered from organic heart 
trouble; 50 to 98 per cent, (according to locality) had dental defects; 
30 to 40 per cent, had adenoids and diseased tonsils ; 30 to 40 per cent, 
had defects of posture and foot arches, and 12 per cent, (about 6,000,- 
000) had uncorrected defects in vision. The defects of teeth, tonsils, 
breathing and malnutrition were more prevalent among children of pre- 
school age. 

According to the "Child's Bill of Health," presented by the Ameri- 
can Child Health Association, we should strive that there should be no 
child in America (1) who has not been born under proper conditions, 
(2) who does not live in bygenic surroundings, (3) who ever suffers 
from undernourishment, (4) who does not have prompt and efficient 
medical attention and instruction, (5) who does not receive primary in- 
struction in the elements of hygiene and good health, (6) who has not 
the encouragement to express in the fullest measure the spirit within 
which is the final endowment of every human being. 

The facilities of the Narberth Child Health Centre arc available to 
all children of pre-school age in the borough to help put this creed into 
practice. With the co-operation of the home there is no reason why it 
should not succeed, as far as our community at least is concerned. 



Dangers of Touring 

With the touring season getting into its stride, the highways of the 
state soon will be carrying capacity traffic, which places an added burden 
of responsibility upon the motorist. 

It may be assumed that accidents will happen, but by "accidents" 
we do not mean the tremendous number of avoidable crashes that annually 
take a toll in life and property. It should be the aim of every motorist 
to avoid dangerous driving practices, both for his own sake and that of 
other highway users. 

A prolific source of danger not generally appreciated by motorists 
is the habit of driving on the wrong side of the road, especially at curves, 
according to a bulletin issued by the Keystone Automobile Club. Even 
veteran drivers are guilty of this practice. Statistics show that a high 
percentage of so-called "accidents' 'is due to violation of the cardinal 
principle of driving — "keep to the right." 

Failure to have one's car under control at intersections is another 
serious driving defect. No motorist can ever assume, with safety, that 
he has a clear track at intersections unless the view is unobstructed for 
a good distance in advance of the crossing. 

Observance of the rules of safety in these two particulars will result 
in appreciable lowering of the accident toll and will contribute greatly 
to the pleasure of driving.

Jeremiah on the 15 th 

When the forum discussed Amos 
at its meeting early last month, it was 
brought out that he was the first lit- 
erate personality in Old Testament 
history; thai is, the first man who left 
a written record. Isaiah, who was the 
subject of the meeting last week, was 
found to have been the earliest lit- 
erary figure in the same history. He 
left not only a written record, but one 
that is phrased in the enduring quality 
of real literature consciously prac- 
ticed. That made him more interest- 
ing, but less a subject for argument 
and animated discussion. 

The meeting last week was held at 
(lie home of Mr. and .Mrs. C. Arley 
Farmer, of Woodbine Avenue, and the 
most interesting phase of the discus- 
sion of Isaiah and his writings was 
whether his prophecies actually fore- 
told the coming of Christ. Tnc in- 
ternal evidence and the practical social 
and political situation in which he 
found himself and toward which he 
directed his arguments and warnings 
all seemed to indicate pretty clearly 
that Isaiah was not at all concerned 
witli an event which was 700 years in 
the future and which, even if correctly 
and authoritatively foretold, could not 
have exercised the slightest influence 
upon the decisions of Isaiah's contem- 
poraries. 

The next meeting, the twelfth, will 
be held next Thursday evening, the 
15th, at 8 o'clock at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Staples, of 124 .Wood- 
side Avenue. Jeremiah, said by some 
to represent the highest point in the 
Old Testament writings, will be the 
subject of discussion. Rev. Robert F. 
Keighlon is the leader.

Indications that the P.olilen-Phillips 
ticket will receive a lar^e vote in the 
Main Line suburbs are increasing 
rapidly. From scant attention paid to 
the senatorial and gubernatorial candi- 
dates a few weeks ago the tide seems 
to have risen until sonic of the optimis- 
tic "wets" say these men will run in 
second place when the vote is counted. 

The "wet" leaders in this vicinity say 
that Messrs. Borden and Phillips will 
receive a full third of the votes cast in 
this section. Headquarters are estab- 
lished in several ^fai^ Line towns. 
That Francis H. Bohlen, a Main Line 
resident, has the hacking of a number 
of both social and anti-prohibition 
leaders hereabouts will not hurt his 
chances, according to political prog- 
nosticators. 

This "wet" ticket is expected to af- 
fect the Montgomery County situa- 
tion only indirectly. Local organiza- 
tion leaders see Bohlen-Phillips sup- 
porters voting for their State Senate 
and Assembly candidates, holding that 
by no stretch of the imagination will 
they cast ballots for a "dry," or for a 
"wet" candidate who stands no chance 
whatever of obtaining the nomination. 
The Davis-Brown faction will be hit 
hardest by the Bohlen-Phillips inroads, 
with Grundy and Pinchol gaining in- 
directly. 

On Monday, April 28th, nearly all the 
candidates for Montgomery County 
representation gave short talks before 
the Montgomery County League of 
Women Voters, at Norristown. This 
meeting brought out verbally what has 
been apparent for several weeks — that 
the major issue was that of control of 
Republican leadership; the massing of 
independent groups against the John- 
son organization. 

Organization speakers were James 
S. Boyd, candidate for State Senator; 
Mrs. Mabelle M. Kirkbride, for second 
district assemblyman; Fred C. Peters, 
Ardmore, for first district assembly- 
man; Mrs. George Ackerman, for 
State Committecwonian. 

Senator Boyd, who acted as key- 
noter for the organization, pointed out 
the value of having a delegation at 
Harrishurg which could muster enough

County its just share of improvements 
and with the legislative training to vote 
right on hills affecting the welfare of 
their constituents. The senator de- 
clined to state his views on the Prohibi- 
tion problem because the State Com- 
mittee had refused to place the ques- 
tion in its platform and he did not wish 
to violate party principles. 

Benjamin H. Ludlow, of Ardmore, 
one of the three candidates for the 
State Senate, rapped the continuous 
office holder. He assailed the "hand- 
picked candidates" of the county or- 
ganization, declaring this to be a direct 
violation of the true meaning of the 
primaries. 

"If the purpose of the Primary elec- 
tion is to permit a man or woman to 
submit to interested neighbors a candi- 
dacy for public office, why should a 
county organization expect all of its 
committeemen and committeewomen 



to turn in the full force of their or- 
ganization for the leader's own hand- 
picked candidates? 

"The purpose of the primary is to 
insure a greater freedom of choice to 
voters. What actually happens is just 
as difficult for a Republican not sub- 
ject to the yoke of the county or- 
ganization to win at the primaries as 
if it were a general election. The 
practice of our county organization is 
directly opposed to the principle of the 
Primary Election law." 

Mr. Ludlow declared that both the 
Pinchot and Brown-Davis factions in 
the county have endorsed his candi- 
dacy. He said no pledges, promises 
or vote-swapping had been done to ob- 
tain this support. 

He urged support of the independ- 
ent candidates for the Legislative 
posts. He also told his audience that 
a candidate to oppose Mrs. Mabelle 



M. Kirkbride in the Second District 
would be announced before election. 

Denial that he was a Vare man or 
in any way connected with the Phila- 
delphia leader was made. He classed 
Vare as "through in politics." He said 
that his candidacy was in no way con- 
nected with that of B. Paul Sheeder, 
of Pottstown, candidate for the State 
Committee post. But he said he would 
vote for Mr. Sheeder.
